In the'middeſt of bonds, wea- 
pons,flames, ſervitude (which to free men is more 
grieyous then all puniſhment ). amidſt rormentors, 


the ruins of their. ehyntrie, the. dreadfull terror of the - 


living, where:[ſach tragedies were acted, amidſt 
the wofull beholding the 1 bloud of the ſlaine, the 
care of honeſty wasnot.interrupted :. but, when their 
manſions were converted into aſhes, ſhined forth 


moſt glorioully in their affections. Their. ftudy was - 


nottobury their _ nor hide their ſilver, thereby 
toreſerve it for their poſterity ; but in their extrea- 
meſt calamity they had an eye tothe ſafegard of their

were dedicated toit. It had the appellation of Neph- 
he, whichis purification,and of Eparhar giveritby 
Nehemias.
